Brief*
SB 453 would amend the criminal procedure statute dealing with

violations of conditions of release to eliminate the ability of a judge to
order a lesser sentence than originally imposed on the defendant.

Background

The bill was supported by the Sedgwick County District Attorney’s
Office, who said the ability to allow a lesser sentence could allow a
reward for a defendant who violates a condition of probation.

The bill has no fiscal impact.
